Mutanga ts 
the residential suburb of Bujumbura where many min- 
isters and members of parliament live

Gore has re- 
turned to Washington after a three-day southern African 
visit that included talks in Pretoria, Gaborone and Cape 
Town. 


His apology tollows complaints from motorists that they 
had been delayed during rush-hours as a result of traffic 
snarl-ups on freeways in Johannesburg and Cape Town 
because side roads and freeway exists were blocked 
by South African traffic police and U.S. secret service 
agents while Gore’s motorcade went by. 


The U.S. Information Service (USIS) in Pretoria said 
Gore was pleased with “the warm welcome and gracious

Saying he was “grateful to officials of the Government 
ot National Unity, the Parliament and their staffs", Gore 
added he was pleased with "the many accomplishments 
growing out of their visit". 


Gore said the meeting of the U.S.-SA Binational Com- 
mission had set a pace towards an entirely new and mu- 
tually beneficial relationship, “and marks the beginning 
of an era of mature partnership. Without tremendous 
support and co-operation from so many South Africans, 
this progress would not have been possible.” 


The USIS said President Bill Clinton and Gore believed 
in the importance of what it termed a deep and dynamic 
relationship between the U.S. and SA. It said several 
adjustments had had to be made to Gore's scheduled 
and that he wished to express his “sincere regret for 
any inconvenience this visit may have caused”.

Frene Ginwala, is dissatisfied because the Americans 
insisted at the eleventh hour that aspects of their vice 
president's visit be changed. 


Eventually the Americans got their way and the press 
were not allowed to be present at their meeting in 
her office, where Dr. Ginwala wanted them to be 
present. Members of Parliament's press gallery. at the 
insistence of the Americans, had to ride out to a hotel 
in Woodstock the previous day, to be accredited by the 
American information service. 


When the vice president arrived in Parliament it was 
clear that obviously well-armed Americans were in 
charge of security there. The moment Mr. Gore climbed 
out of the car, an American moved between the media 
representatives with the loud instruction: “Don’t get near 
the rope.” 


A journalist from an English daily newspaper was 
chased out ot the foyer at Dr. Ginwala’s office. although 
he had been standing there tor a while and chatting. The 
Americans made it clear that only two photographers 
could accompany the team on their familiarization tour 
of Parliament. 


The DP’s [Democratic Party] chiet whip, Mr. Douglas 
Gibson, said that the Americans tried to take control 
of the parliamentary building and that their officials 
were extremely rude. Mr. Gibson, who was to meet 
Mr. Gore soon thereafter, expressed the hope that Mr. 
Gore himself would not be so rude. According to him 
the Americans also pushed aside South African security 
people. 


Senator Bulelani Ngcuka, chief ANC whip inthe 
Senate, said that the parliamentary building belongs to 
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South Africans and tor that reason strangers should not 
be allowed to determine what takes place there. He was 
also displeased about the treatment of the press.

"The whole meeting was in the balance and was nearly 
called off yesterday morning,” said one official, adding: 
"Who are they to tell us how to run our Parliament?” 


A senior ANC minister said the American team had 
been rude and offensive, saying: "This is our Parliament, 
and we make the rules. They seem to think they can 
push us around as if they own the place.” 


DP [Democratic Party] chief whip Mr. Douglas Gibson 
was even more scathing of the treatment meted out to 
the South Africans, saying: "They have been making 
all sorts of ridiculous demands. They behave as though 
they are some sort of colonial overlords.” 


Mr. Gibson, who fleetingly met Mr. Gore, said: “I'm 
sure the vice-president is a delightful chap, but his 
staff have made a terrible impression. They ve shown 
themselves to be real ugly Americans.” 

Members of parliamentary staff apologised repeatedly to 
officials and journalists. One said of the speaker: "This 
is how she wanted things to be.” [as published]

According to 
reports, the visitors objected to the insistence of the 
Speaker, Frene Ginwala, that the press be allowed into 
what were in effect very innocuous talks, and threatened 
that Mr. Gore would walk out if the press were present. 
A CAPE TIMES journalist was hustled out while in the 
act of talking to the U.S. ambassador. They tried to stifle 
questions afterwards, and South African security staff 
were shouldered aside by their American counterparts. 


In effect, the boorish behavior constituted an assault on 
the institution of Parliament. What, one wonders, would 
have been the reaction in America had a party accom- 
panying President Nelson [as published] to Washington 
tried to take over the Capitol buildings in the same way? 
Undoubtedly, they would have been put firmly in their 
place. We should have done the same. But following 
our polite failure to do so, we should now insist on an 
apology that goes well beyond Mr. Gore's expressed 
regret at the inconvenience caused by his motorcades. 


It is unfortunate that a high-level visit of mutual benefit 
to both countries should have been soured by such an 
unnecessary incident.

Therefore a little 
oversensitivity was to be expected. 


Also, South Africans might bear in mind that President 
Nelson Mandela’s visit to Washington and New York 
last year did not exactly go unnoticed: Americans 
obligingly cleared roads and held up traffic tor the South 
Atrican leader. There was a huge traffic jam in New 
York when the city hosted a function for Mandela and 
diverted all traffic near the venue. 


They could also take into account the fact that the polic- 
ing of the United States, and particularly around its 
presidency, is taken extremely seriously. At President 
Bill Clinton’s reception for Mandela, a pair of South 
African journalists exchanging jokes as Clinton wel- 
comed guests nearby were admonished by a security 
guard: “Don’t laugh, it don’t look good." An SABC 
[South Atrican Broadcasting Corporation] television re- 
porter was pinned to the ground for taking a short cut 
across the White House lawn. 


However, a balance needs to be struck between security 
and civility, between diligence and arrogance. 


Riding roughshod over the locals, incidents of which 
also occurred last year during the inauguration visit of 
Hillary Rodham Clinton, ts belittling ond insulting for 
the hosts. 
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The apartheid years built up in many South Africans 
great scepticism of thugs, uniformed or otherwise.

The gala reception tor Al Gore made a whole lot of 
South Africans very uncomfortable.

Similar anger has arisen over the two-day visit here of 
U.S. Vice-President Al Gore. 


His motorcade caused a 40 minute traffic jam on 
Johannesburg's M1 South motorway while Mr Gore was 
dashing to Lenasia from Pretoria. 


On-and-off ramps were blocked off for the 25 vehicles.

This caused traffic chaos because 
American security staff had insisted that ramps on to 
the highway should be closed until Mr Gore's party had 
passed. 


President Mandela travels the same highway regularly 
when he is in Cape Town, mingling with the traffic with 
a single security car ahead and behind. 


Expressing regret at any inconvenience his visit to South 
Africa may have caused, Mr Gore said yesterday a 
number of adjustments had had to be made throughout 
his trip because of the U.S. Congressional calendar and 
the need for his presence in Washington, which had 
made his schedule uncertain. 


He had been delighted with his reception in Cape Town 
and with the substance of important discussions with 
parliamentary leaders, as well as his valuable meetings 
with members of the government of national unity in 
Pretoria. He was grateful to all South Africans who had 
helped make his visit a success.

While Lyman was busy welcoming the guests, Gore 
walked up to the podium and interrupted proceedings. 
He said that he did not see Deputy President De Klerk 
on stage and invited him to join them. 


Gore said: "The miracle that took place in South Atrica 
was niade possible by the brave steps of Mr. De Klerk.” 
De Klerk and Marike de Klerk then took their places on 
the platform. 


RAPPORT was told that some guests were so upset by 
the initial snubbing of De Klerk that they wanted to 
leave. A cabinet minister told RAPPORT he was very 
upset. De Klerk remained calm throughout. 


People at the party say that De Klerk imually had to 
line up with other guests and that he and Mrs. De Klerk 
would have had to walk through a metal detector it 
Gore had not intervened quickly. In diplomatic circles, 
this would have been a gross violation of protocol. 


De Klerk did not want to comment to RAPPORT. His 
spokesman, Frik Schoombee, said that the treatment 
meted out to Mr. and Mrs. De Klerk leaves much to 
be desired from a protocol point of view. 


“However, Gore rectified the situation.’ 


Bruce Wharton, a U.S. Embassy spokesman, said he ts 
aware of the incident.

Meanwhile, Gore’s visit attracted attention in several 
parts of the country. During his visits to Cape Town and 
Johannesburg, his very long motorcade caused traffic 
jams. At Parliament, his security personnel “occupied” 
the building.

But the disclosure has also deepened concerns about 
South Atrica’s foreign policy-making. currently under 
heightened scrutiny after its failure in Nigeria. 


Mandela told the gathering the money was given as “a 
donation and not a bribe” after he requested assistance 
and that the ANC would not repay a friend’s favours by 
“stabbing them in the back”. 


Rumours that Mandela had secured the tunds surtaced 
when he visited Taiper in July 1993. A joint statement 
by the ANC and the Taiwanese government at the time 
denied any such request had been made. This week the 
Taiwanese ambassador to South Africa, I-Cheng Loh, 
was still insisting no donation had been made 


But presidential spokesman Parks Mankahlana con- 
firmed the grant, saying the amount was a “one-off 
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— and added that the Taiwanese government was pro- 
viding “assistance” to various sections of the ANC and 
was “tully sponsoring” an ANC Youth League bursary 
programme. 


“There are reasons to be triends with Taiwan, but this 
aid would not influence our foreign policy decisions,” 
Mankahlana said. 


Democratic Party [DP] leader Tony Leon would not 
agree. He said this week he had learned while visiting 
Taiwan in December 1994 that Mandela’s request for 
funds, made directly to Taiwanese president Lee Teng 
Hui, had been granted “within minutes”. 


“Our whole foreign policy ts based on the electoral debts 


ot the ANC.” Leon said. "When the ANC 1s short of 


cash it runs off to the Gulf states or to Morocco tor 
help. There is a porous wall between party and state in 
this regard. 


“There 1s something wrong and imminently corruptible 
about governments donating funds to political parties. 
In our view, our foreign policy is largely available tor 
hire. 


"If you make a substantial donation to the ANC you get 
special foreign policy considerations — whether or not 
these are in our country’s best interests or in keeping 
with the international posture South Africa ts trying to 
Keep. 


“Its flawed. short-sighted and should be ce: cd by 
legislation.” Leon said if the issue was not ua ed 
by Parliament's cthics committee — currently }ox us ag 
on the extent to which members should be requaed 
to disclose their financial interests — the DP would 
consider bringing private members’ legislation “on the 
question of foreign governments and political parties 
donating money to South African political parties.” 


Mankahlana said: “We are writing a new constitution 
and will look at all these questions. The situation ts not 
helped by people jumping up and down making notses 
intended to score cheap political pernts.” 


Dr Sara Pienaar, national director of the Institute for 
International Attairs, said: “Quite obviously Taiwan was 
buying favours for the future — and it does look from 
the Taiwanese point of view as if it has worked. It ts 
nota very healthy phenomenon. Foreign governments 
should not be funding our political parties — but 
circumstances last year were very peculiar.” 


The ANC had an election campaign to fight and its 
old trends were not in a position to help, Pienaar said. 
“But there should be a policy that political parties do not 
receive any funds trom any foreign government and that 
if any grants are received. they should be made public.”

Mandela would be able to wield “considerable ‘nflu- 
ence” over any foreign policy matter, Pienaar said. 
"There ts no doubt that important foreign policy deci- 
sions in this country are made by the president himself.” 


While Taiwan's past human rights record is not spotless, 
i has spent the past 10 years democratising. Mandela 
told the political scientists it had done nothing to deserve 
de-recognition: it was simply that China desired this. 
South Atrica saw the issue as a domestic Chinese 
proolem. !t wanted to recognise both Chinas and had 
told the People’s Republic of China so. 


But the funding raises inevitable questions about the 
ANC’s links with other countries. In its pre-election 
foreign policy manifesto, the organisation committed 
itself to “canonise human rights in its foreign relations.” 


In May, after he had come under fire for twice visiting 
Indonesia — internationally condemned and shunned 
by the ANC for years for its brutal occupation of East 
Timor — Mandela revealed the ANC had received 
substantial donations from iat country. 


Strong rumours have been circulating about whether 
Moroccan funds for the ANC have anything to do 
with South Africa failing to carry out its promise 
of diplomatic recognition for Atrica’s last colony — 
the Polisario-led Saharawi Republic, struggling for 
independence from Moroccan control. Questions have 
also been asked about whether South Atrica’s disastrous 
softly-softly approach towards Nigeria was not perhaps 
founded in financial backing the ANC received trom 
previous rulers of the oil-rich country. 


Foreign affairs ministry spokesman Pieter Swanepoel 
said any decision on the two Chinas would be made 
by Parliament. “It will be a political decision, up to the 
political parties to decide.” he said. "Foreign Affairs will 
have to execute it.” 


ANC MP Raymond Suttner, chair of Parliament's 
Foreign Affairs Portfolio Committee, said he had no 
personal knowledge of any donations to the ANC. The 
question of recognising China was “under discussion in 
ANC ranks and has still to be decided by the collective 
leadership”. he said. 


Said Leon: I'm not saying the Taiwanese have no case 
But in my view the continued diplomatic recognition of 
the ROC ts based not on the merits but the fact that 
they paid off the ANC. The DP had yet to formulate a 
position on the question of the two Chinas, he said. 


ANC representative Ronnie Mamoepa this week tailed

Contrary to planning, the Angolan president had an 
emergency meeting with George Moose. who asked 
President Santos and his delegation to withdraw troops 
currently on an offensive in northern Angola, to can- 
cel contracts signed with Executive Outcomes for the 
deployment of mercenaries, and to speed up the peace 
process by showing good faith. 


UNITA has some reservations about the Angolan pres- 
ident’s visit to the United States because one does not 
know the reasons for the offensive in the Soyo region, 
nor the individuals who encouraged it and what they 
represent. Secretary General Lukamba Paulo Gato said 
today that UNITA expects the visit will strengthen the 
peace process: 


[Begin Gato recording] As we see it, the government 
might have had serious problems in terms of a misun- 
derstanding with the Armed Forces; otherwise, it is a 
government policy that has been defined by the presi- 
dent of the Republic. One cannot understand that at a 
time when the president of the Republic is beginning an 
important visit to Washington, the peace process could 
be facing a crisis. So we think this visit should be de- 
signed to strengthen the peace process. 


Yet, we have many reservations about the aims of this 
visit. The United States is an important observer country 
in the peace process. We demand that observers adopt 
an equidistant and neutral position. We think, therefore, 
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that as a major democracy, the United States and (its 
government) could effectively judge the tuming and 
vals of the Angolan president’s visit. [end recording] 


UNITA believes the visit should fit within the trame- 
work of the peace process. Today ts a date President 
Eduardo dos Santos should not forget because the inter- 
national community, which has put great trust in him, ts 
beginning to wonder whether it bet on the wrong horse. 


Meanwhile, the highlight of the Angolan president's 
visit occurred a while ago when President Bill Clinton 
received Eduardo dos Santos in the White House. 
Sources close to the White House, who did not give 
details about the agenda, said they believe the Angolan 
peace process featured high on the agenda. It ts, 
however, known that the Bill Clinton Administration 
sees the FAA’s cease-fire violations in Soyo in a serious 
light. From an economic standpoint, the U.S. position is 
also Known — without peace and democracy there can 
be no U.S. investment in Angola.

(?robbed) of their weapons and vehicles. The problem 
was resolved after top-level discussions between UN 
and UNITA officials in the capital, Luanda. 


The UN has also confirmed that several Brazilian peace- 
keeping troops are being confined to camps by UNITA 
in the Andulo region of central of Angola, a charge 
specifically denied by UNITA. The UN has called on 
UNITA to desist from what it calls unacceptable be- 
havior. UNITA, for its part, has denied any policy of 
noncooperation with the UN. 


At the same time, a BBC correspondent in Luanda 
says that UNITA is warning publicly and privately 
that the UN ts failing to fulfill its mandate in Angola, 
citing its failure to respond to what it says is persistent 
government aggression in the northwest of the country.

The peace process ts in danger. It is not possible to move 
treely in Lunda Sul Province. In view of the situation, 
economic activities in 1995 were not the best, although 
measures were taken to improve living conditions. 


{Lunda Sul Governor Goncalves Mwandumba] "Our 
programs rely primarily on agriculture and food pro- 
duction, but we cannot implement them because people 
cannot go about their lives. We cannot reach a number 
of districts because they have been occupied by UNITA. 
Displaced persons are still living in the provincial capi- 
tal, although some have decided to return on their own. 
As long as the roads are closed, economic development 
in the province will be very difficult.” 


The military situation in Lunda Norte Province ts still a 
concern and requires more attention by the Angolan and 
international communities.
